instcilation  of  a  small  electric  pump  insto.  .d  of  hrving  to  arrange  hand  pump¬ 

ing,  bolo.,  ground  to  ensure  ri  suppl^^  in  the  summer.  In  tlio  Bojc.’.'yan  -area 
conditions  continue  to  bo  entirely  unsatisf factory  s.nd  oven  dangoi’ous, 

A  point  which  must  be  borne  in  inind  is  that  the  agreement  -,7ith  the  main 

eXmer  of  the  '.'/aoer  Ri,ghts  to  the  Praze  sxlit  aill  expire  in  I952.  As  it  is 

absolutely  impossible  for  any  portion  of  the  Drift  .Goheme  to  be  althin  any 

of*  oompletion  until  some  years  after  that  date,  the  agreoiiient  must  bo 
renev/ed. 

.Scheme.,  ^  The  Council^  no’,7  are  to  participate  in  the  Scheme  involving  the 
consometion  ol  a  daim  at  Drift  ^  and  the  pumping  of  •>:,uter  through  several  rcdlos 
Oi  main  to  the  ,5t.

This  cennot^  therefore^  come  into  being  for 
soverei  years  even  if  no  difficulty  arises  through  calls  on  matoriaJLs  for  re- 
arusament,  so  that  the  prediermont  of  practically  all  the.  hraailets  on  the  Noriah 
side  .dll  continue.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  tha.t  the  Council  must  talce  some 

stops  to  caneliorate  conditions  th^re  in  the  moantine  for  oxrmplo  b-'r  didllino- 
wells  in  suitable  slt^.s.

Tho  result  is  tliat 
oven  in  1931  wo  /'.re  losing  the  good  building  \;eather  and  it  begins  to  look 
extremely  unlikely  that  now  houses  in  this  district  will  ever  be  built.  Tho
